Two heroin-related busts

Andover police have made 
two busts in the last week 
allegedly involving the intent to 
sell heroin in town. 

On Monday, an anonymous 
tip led police to a Courtyard 
Marriott hotel room where two 
men were packaging heroin to 
sell, police said. 

Arrested Monday night were 
two Lawrence men - Samuel 
Guzman, 21, of 63 Brookfield 
St., and Pedro Santiago, 19, of 
39 Springfield St. Both were 
charged with trafficking heroin, 
trafficking heroin within 1,000 
feet of a school zone, and pos- 
session of marijuana. Guzman 
was also charged with posses- 
sion of a hypodermic needle and 
syringe. 

The tip led police to room 
307 at the hotel, located just off 
River Road near Interstate 93. 
Inside, police found several 
empty heroin packets, 100 
grams of heroin, a heat sealer, 
two hypodermic needles and 
syringes, three small bags of 
marijuana, $300 cash, and sev- 
eral hundred heroin packets 
waiting to be filled, said 
Andover Police Lt. William

Last Thursday, a heroin drug- 
bust on River Road resulted in 
six arrests, the confiscation of 
100 bags of heroin and the tow- 
ing of three cars. 

“Anytime you get a large 


and a dealer with his customers, 
it’s pretty successful,” said Det. 
David Carriere. 

Carriere said police confis- 
cated 100 bags with a street 
value of about $1,000, along 
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with prescription drugs. 

Carriere said officers noticed 
suspicious behavior in the Mobil 
gas station parking lot. 

“(One of the suspects) held 
up a needle,” said Carriere. 
“They were getting ready to 
shoot up right when they got it.” 

After police approached the 
suspects and were talking to 
them, a third car, with the 
alleged dealer inside, entered the 
parking lot before realizing the 
situation and trying to escape, 
police said. The third car 
allegedly contained the majority 
of the heroin recovered. Carriere 
said the third driver pulled out in 
such a rush he almost backed 
into one of the officers. 

The driver of the third car 
was forced by police to pull into 
the neighboring parking lot at 
Boston Sports Club where the 
car was searched and the sus- 
pected dealer taken into custody, 
said police. 

James Sanderson, a Mobil 
employee, was working at the 
time. According to Sanderson, 
two of the men arrested came 
into the store moments before 
the arrest to buy three six-packs 
of bottled water. Carriere said 
drug users mix clean water with 
heroin. 

Sanderson said they left the 
store and the next thing he saw 
was a plethora of police vehicles 
pulling into the gas station. 
“There were like five, six cruis- 
ers, a motorcycle and a paddy 
wagon,” he said. “I didn’t even 
know what happened until the 
cops got here.” 

Carriere, said last year 200 
arrests for narcotics were made 
in Andover and the majority of 
them were arrests for possession 
of aclass A drug, such as heroin 
or OxyCotin. 


In rare case, 
attendance is issue

One week after Chairman 
Donald Cooper said the Conser- 
vation Commission did not have 
attendance problems - it did.

He 
made his comments for a story 
about the Conservation Com- 
mission’s six-month-old atten- 
dance policy. The policy gives 
petitioners the opportunity to 
waive their right to appeal a 
commission decision on the 
grounds that not all commission 
members were present for every 
meeting. 

Last Tuesday, the commis- 
sion had expected a light turnout 
from members because of vaca- 
tions. When long-time member 
Robert Pustell did not make the 
meeting either, member Marcia 
Miller explained that he recently 
had undergone surgery. Pustell 
has sat on the board since 1976 
and rarely misses a meeting. 

Cooper said the group hadn't 
had trouble making quorum, or 
getting four members to attend, 
in a few years.

Some people might say the town shouldn't 
have spent the money on this project. They’ Il say 
the town overreacted. But nowadays the town has 
to worry about someone tripping in a hole and 
hauling the town into court. Library workers reg- 
ularly were finding the bricks strewn around the 
parking lot. They worried that, eventually, some- 
one would turn around and toss a brick through a 
library window. 

So, out went all the bricks — and with them 
enough money to buy more than 300 library 
books. Or enough money to pay for a part-time 
instructional assistant to help teach kids in some 
of Andover’s most crowded classrooms. Or 
enough to eliminate fees that kids pay to join a 
handful of clubs, such as high school yearbook 

It’s true that the $6,550 the town spent to fix 
the back walkway probably would not have been 
spent on any of these things.

But the cash could have 
been spent on something. Or it could have been 
saved, a tiny sum to prevent more tax increases. 

But brick by brick, vandalism cost the town. I 
don’t understand it, but I know I don’t like it.

But, 
according to the LDF, “The 
‘bull’s-eye’ rash is not the most 
common presentation.” 

It also reports, “Sometimes, 
skin discoloration around the 
bite site occurs during the bite 
or soon after tick removal. If it 
disappears within a day it is 
most likely the skin’s reaction 
to the wound and not a sign of 
LD infection.” It would be too 
bad if someone bitten by a tick 
didn’t suspect Lyme Disease if 
he or she developed an odd rash 
in a totally different location 
than the bite site. It should be 
emphasized that flu-like symp- 
toms are the most common clin- 
ical diagnosis. The article 
seems to put the emphasis on 
the rash and mention the flu- 
like symptoms as secondary. 


Another important topic is 
the proper method of tick 
removal. For further informa- 
tion, the article suggested visit- 
ing the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health’s Web 
site. However, I think it would 
be equally (or more) important 
to have included the Lyme Dis- 
ease Foundation’s Web site and 
perhaps its hotline telephone 
number. I have found that its 
Web site and brochures provide 
much more detailed and exten- 
sive educational information 
[Lyme Disease Foundation: 
www.Lyme.org; Hotline: 800- 
866-LY ME].

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K ternal flame of gratitude 


To focus on firefighters’ sacrifices, resident treks to NYC 


By Ben Hellman 
YNDA MCNEIL has 
spent the last 132 years 
trying to repay 
Andover firefighters for 
saving her life and the life of her 
then-3-month-old daughter from 
a house fire. 

She has traveled across the 
State and to New York to attend 
firefighter memorials and vigils. 
She has served coffee to mourn- 
ing firefighters and written let- 
ters in support of firefighters. 
She hasn’t missed an Andover 
Firefighters’ Ball in 13 years. 

But this summer, the 53-year- 
old mother outdid herself by 
walking to New York City from 
Andover — 300 miles — all to 
bring attention to the sacrifice 
that firefighters make every day. 
Her trek took more than a 
month. 

The 1989 fire occurred at 
7:30 a.m. on a Tuesday at 
McNeil’s two-story home at 2 
Temple Place. Her husband and 
older children had left for the 
day — McNeil was alone with 
the baby. She woke up in time to 
smell smoke and got to the win- 
dow in time to let people know 
she was inside. Andover fire- 
fighters were already on their 
way. Firemen Ricky Dalton and 
Cliff Pattullo took 3-month old 
Sarah Pearson from McNeil’s 
arms and helped McNeil out in a 
difficult ladder rescue. 

But to say that McNeil was 
grateful is to understate the 
facts. To understand McNeil’s 
commitment in her walk, it 
should be noted that she isn’t an 
athlete - “I’m probably 50 
pounds overweight,” she said. 
Before she started training in 
January for her walk she wasn’t 
even much of a walker. She has 
suffered with arthritis for 20 
years, and is on prescription 
drugs to ease the pain from it. 
She is uncomfortable in the 
summer heat. She also wears 
orthotics, special inserts in her 
shoes. Before she started train- 
ing, she couldn't walk up the 
stairs. 

But, for firefighters, she 
walked every day for almost a 
month and a half. That was after 
six months of training. One day 
on the trip, she walked as many 
as 25 miles. She got blisters 
from the pavement and once 
sunk up to her ankles in mud. 
She was chased by dogs and 
baked by the summer sun, but 
she kept walking. 

To McNeil, any sacrifice she 
made pales in comparison to 
what firefighters have done for 
her. “When people save your 
life, you owe them your life. 
When people save your child, 
you owe them your soul gladly,”

alone. She carried a cell phone 
and two fanny packs with her. 
She walked a path mapped out 
for cyclists, which she had to 
alter in places because someone 
on bike can travel farther than 
someone on foot.

McNeil has ingrained her 
gratitude and love of firefighters 
into Sarah. She understands her 
mother’s experience, and she 
hugged her mother, putting her 
head on her mother’s shoulder 
She goes to the Andover fire- 
fighter balls, too, and has always 
gotten a carved pumpkin out of 
the deal. “(Firefighters) are part 
of our family,” said Sarah. 

McNeil’s friend Maria Frec- 
cero threw a welcome-home 
party for her last Saturday. She 
invited Andover firefighters to 
the party and Chief Chuck Mur- 
nane brought down some of the 
men and a fire truck 

McNeil didn’t raise any 
money by walking. In fact, the 
journey cost her money, which 
she paid out of her savings. She 
paid for food, gas, lodging and 
parking. What she hopes her 
walk does alert people to what 
firefighters do. She has turned 
down donations from the 
Andover firefighter’s union, but 
would accept corporate dona- 
tions. Those interested in con- 
tacting her can send her an e- 
mail at sarahsfiremom @aol 
com. 

McNeil is not done doing 
what she can for firefighters 
When a fire claims a firefighter’s 
life or forces firefighters to do 
particularly gruesome work, her 
heart will be with them, she 
said. When Andover firefighters 
have trouble getting a contract 
signed with the town — an issue 
last year that made McNeil 
ashamed to live in Andover, she 
said — she will be there to write 
letters and show her support. “I

Summer leaves local bands 
with little time for practice

OR MANY ADULTS, THE MENTION of sum 
mer and teenagers in the same sentence 
brings a vivid picture: kids with nothing 
to do, sitting around, sleeping until noon, 
playing loud music on their guitars all day 

However, when summer rolls around it can 
actually become a challenge for high school 
bandmates to practice and work together as 
much as they would like, due to issues such as 
jobs and traveling.

“Now that school is out,” says Andover
